Condemn Ship Subsidy Bill. 


REPORTADVERSELYTOHOUSE 


Compromise Measure They Say Would 


Es of Assistance to the Hill-Harri- 
man Interests — Interstate Com- 
merce Commission on Standard Oil 
Methods—National Capital Notes. 


Washington, Jan. 29.—Senator Bev- 


eridge occupied the attention of the 
senate with a continuation of his argu- 
ment in behalf of his child labor bill. 
In taking the position that as to power 
congress could exercise any restraint 
it saw fit on interstate commerce, Mr. 
Beveridge met a fusillade of questions 
by his colleagues. While he said tne 
power to regulate was absolute, he 
maintained that the question of policy 
would always restrain any hurtful reg- 
ulations. Senator Tillman acknowl- 
edged the very great evil of child 
labor in his state, and asked Mr. Bev- 
eridge to submit all the evidence pos- 
sible, that it might be used in a cru- 
sade for state legislation. Adding to 
the difficulty in his state, he said, was 
the northern millionaire who came 
down there, invested his money in cot- 
ton mills, and then influenced the leg- 
islature against child labor laws. 


J. J. Hill and E. H. Harriman, rail- 


way magnates, and the Republican pol- 
icy of protection are assailed in the 
minority adverse report on the Littaur 
compromise ship subsidy hill, which 
was filed in tha house by Representa- 
tive Spigst of Mississippi, and bears 
his signature as well as that of three 
other Democratic members of the 
house committee on merchant marine 
and fisheries, Goulden, Sherley and 
Patterson. 
After reviewing the pro- 


posed subsidies to South American 
and oriental lines, the report says: 


"It is not pretended that the pro- 


posed 
appropriations are intended 


merely to compensate for services 
rendered, but admittedly the larger 
part is pure gratuity. This objection 
is 
fundamental, and no amount of 


sophistry or volume of specious argu- 
ment can obscure it. Were it limited 
simply to payments for new mall 
routes it might be acceptable for that 
purpose, though not as a real- aid to 
merchant marine." 


The report discusses the two pro- 


posed lines which are to oe subsidized 
between the Pacific coast and the 
orient, saying: "But when it is recall- 
ed that at Seattle, north of Cape Men- 
docino, is the existing steamship line 
owned by J. J. Hill, and south of it az 
San Francisco is the Harriman line, 
the Pacific Mail, we may begin to sus- 
pect that there is a 'nigger in the 
woodpile.' Is it hard to guess who un- 
der this bill would pocket ?1,400,000 
of the people's money?" 


It is then stated by the report that 


tliv praooced line from the Vacific 


eoast to Chile would be a mere exten- 
sion of the Harriman line to Panama, 
and the general principle of govern- 
mental subsidy is attacked. The re- 
port declares that governmental aid of 
this sort can never result in a great 
merchant marine, and urges the repeal 
of legislation which hinders shipbuild- 
ing in this-country.
